Only small portions of the ma- 
terial they contained could be utilized 
In the construction of other founda- 
tions. Not unlike the fate which these 
abandoned foundations suffered Is Hint 
which overtakes the educations which 
many men acquire 
In the schools. 


Schools and colleges lay but the foun- 
dation of education. They may lay It 
broad and deep, but If no superstruc- 
ture Is later erected over It the foun- 
dation will quickly full to pieces. As- 
soclo.tlon. tho mortar that binds the 
bricks and stones of the mind togeth- 
er, will be washed away In time. Ideas, 
Which arc the mind's bricks and stones, 
will cruiiriBTe n^tf fall cpart. X founda- 
tion without a superstructure Is worth- 
less. It hn» no adaptation to Its en- 
vironment. 
Nature will not let It long 


exist. 
There are thousands of men

Russians Await Offers From Japanese in Regard to Peace Propositions— 


Fo-eign Minister iamsdorff Holds Cessation of Hostilities 


Would Not Involve Honor of Emperor. 


8t. 
Petersburg.—The 
conference 


which 
Emperor Nicholas has been 


holding with members of the council 
of the empire, M. Witt*> and other 
members and advisers, on the internal 
and external situations, bus been con- 
cluded but 
noth'ng has 
occurred 


which would indicate that the govern- 
ment is prepared to depart from its j 
present progiam of continuing the 
war to the bitter end. Nevertheless 
talk of peace was heard Sunday in 
many quarters, the foundation for it 
being ascribed to Foreign Minister 
Lamedorlf's position in favor of such 
a course on the ground thai,, aside 
from the humiliation to 
military 


prestige involved it would only mean 
the 
relmquishment 
of Manchuria, 


to which Russia already is formally 
pledged. 


The belief which existed in excep- 


tionally well 
informed diplomatic 


circles that the Japanese would follow 
the fall of Port Arthur with moderate 
peace propositions, has not been real- 
ized. Up to tee present time nothing 
has reached the government either 
through the United States or other 
channels.

HOWTO GROW THE BEST SUGAR 


BEETS_ 


Washington.—That low temperature 


and sunshine are the dominant factors 
in producing the best quality of su- 
gar beets is announced as the result 
of five years' experiments which have 
just been concluded by the chemistry 
division of the department of agricul- 
ture. The data obtained are expected 
by agricultural otflials to save im- 
mense amounts of capital by pointing 
out on what lines sugar beet Indus-' 
tries should be instituted. . 


The experiments were made in local- 


ities ranging from New York to North 
Carolina and entirely across tho con- 
tinent. 
The environments, 
the in- 


fluence of which sugar beets require, 
the cultivation and the period of arti- 
ficial 
fertilization, 
temperature, 


h-iurs of sunshine and •Inudinses, ele- 
vation and latitude and longitude are 
pointed out. The results indicate 
that a low temperature is the greatest 
of these factors in the producing of 
beets, with sunshine next in impor- 
tance. 
The average temperature of 


the localities, according to these re- 
sults, not exceeding 70 degrees Faren- 
heit during the three growing months 
June, —July and August—is most de- 
sirable 
Above this figure richness of 


the bees constantly diminished and 
the longer day and consequent longer 
hours of sunshine make a location 
best fitted for high sugared beets.

He has propounded a scheme for grow- 
ing sugar at home. 
By moans of the 


convention sugar producer's In other 
counties receive bounties or exemp- 
tions from taxes to the extent of 2 
shillings per hundredweight. 


Up to the present there have been 


no producers in tills country, but if 
during the remaining tenure of th« 
Brussels convention the English gov- 
ernment were to guarantee 
similar 


treatment to home-grown sugar—If, 
for Instance, It were to exempt homo 
sugar from a portion of the existing
